Thefe letters add, 
that the Emperor of China had condemned to flavery two fa- 
mous Chinefe merchants, who were fome millions in aprtear, 
part.of which was due to the treafury. Their names are Ink- 
fia and Koufia; they had great conneétions with the..Dutch 
Eaft India Company. 

On Saturday a French merchant of this city received a let- 
ter from Paris, which mentions, shat on the 26th ult. died 
Count d’Eftaign ; that his death was occafioned by a wound 
he received in America, which broke out afrefh, and turned to 
a mortification.
